Dear  Sirs: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  financial  affairs  of  The  Municipality  of 
Metropolitan  Toronto  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1955. 

The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  1953  (Statutes  of  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
2  Elizabeth  II,  Chap.  73),  provided  for  the  federation  of  the  Municipalities  in  the  Toronto  Metro¬ 
politan  Area  for  certain  financial  and  other  purposes.  By  this  Act  the  inhabitants  of  the  following 
Municipalities  were  constituted  a  body  corporate,  under  the  name  of  “The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan 
Toronto’’:

The  above  Municipalities  are  referred  to  in  this  report  as  the  “Area  Municipalities”  and  The 
Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  as  the  “Metropolitan  Corporation”. 

In  the  1954  Report  the  administrative  organization,  functions  and  powers  of  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation,  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  and  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission,  as  set  out  in 
The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  1953,  were  described  in  considerable  detail.  In 
this  Report  such  information  in  this  regard  is  given  only  to  the  extent  required  to  provide  a  proper 
understanding  of  1955  operations;  but  significant  extensions  of  responsibilities  and  powers  through 
amendments  to  the  Act  in  1955  and  1956  are  dealt  with  more  fully.

Though  the  term  Health  has  been  adopted  as  part  of  the  caption  for  the  classification  of  expendi¬ 
tures  herein,  it  should  be  noted  that  as  a  Metropolitan  function  it  refers  generally  to  hospitalization, 
rather  than  Public  Health  services,  such  as  medical  and  dental  services,  public  health  nursing,  food 
inspection,  etc.,  which  remain  the  responsibility  of  the  Area  Municipalities. 

Approximately  56%  of  hospitalization  net  expenditures  in  1955  of  $4,048,855  was  a  statutory 
obligation  with  respect  to  indigent  patients.  The  balance  was  made  up  of  grants  to  hospitals  of 
$1,711,369  ($854,369  on  account  of  operating  deficits  and  $857,000  as  aid  in  building  construction) 
and  administrative  costs  of  $59,473.  Grants  on  account  of  operating  deficits  include  a  grant  of 
$196,842  to  the  City  of  Toronto  to  cover  the  1954  deficit  with  respect  to  the  Riverdale  Isolation 
Hospital.  An  amendment  in  1956  to  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act  empowers  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation  to  establish  and  operate  a  public  hospital  and  an  isolation  hospital  and  for  such  purposes 
the  Riverdale  Isolation  Hospital  will  become  vested  in  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  on  January  1, 
1957. 

Payments  to  Children’s  Aid  Societies  amounted  to  $2,262,870,  of  which  $2,075,930  represented 
payments  made  in  accordance  with  statutory  requirements.  This  cost  was  abated  by  recoveries  of 
$25,087  from  parents  and  grants  of  $540,129  from  the  Provincial  Government  based  upon  25%  of 
the  net  expenditure  established  in  accordance  with  the  statutory  rate.  Prior  to  January  1,  1955, 
the  Provincial  Government  contributed  only  towards  the  net  expenditure  with  respect  to  children 
made  wards  of  Children’s  Aid  Societies  on  orders  of  a  judge,  which  is  a  statutory  obligation  of  the 
municipality.  Under  The  Child  Welfare  Act,  1954,  which  came  into  force  on  January  1,  1955,  where 
the  municipality,  rather  than  a  judge,  with  the  consent  of  the  person  in  charge  of  a  child,  authorizes 
a  children’s  aid  society  to  furnish  temporary  care  and  shelter  and  pays  the  statutory  rate,  the  Pro¬ 
vincial  Government  also  contributes  25%  of  such  net  expenditure. 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  statutorily  required  to  erect  and  maintain  Homes  for  the  Aged 
and  is  empowered  to  do  so  either  within  or  outside  the  Metropolitan  Area.  The  gross  expenditure  on 
this  account  in  1955  amounted  to  $1,269,187.  After  recoveries  of  $342,056  from  residents,  $17,045 
sundry  revenues  and  $456,920  from  Provincial  Government  Grants,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation 
was  responsible  for  raising  $453,166  by  levy  against  the  Area  Municipalities.  During  1955,  the 
Metropolitan  Corporation  operated  only  one  Home  for  the  Aged,  viz.  “Lambert  Lodge”  located  in 
the  City  of  Toronto  with  a  capacity  of  approximately  750.  However,  to  date  in  1956  two  additional 
Homes  for  the  Aged  have  come  into  operation,  viz.  “Greenacres”  a  newly  constructed  Home  at 
Newmarket,  Ontario,  with  a  capacity  of  535  and  “Hilltop  Acres”  in  the  City  of  Toronto  acquired 
from  the  Federal  Government,  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs,  with  a  capacity  of  200.  Further¬ 
more,  sites  have  been  purchased  for  three  other  Homes  and  low  cost  housing  now  under  construction 
(128  suites)  will  be  completed  early  in  1957. 

Roads  (See  Pages  47  and  50) 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  responsible  only  for  roads  designated  as  part  of  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Roads  System  and  generally  speaking  these  roads  are  major  traffic  arteries. 

Current  expenditures  in  1955  amounted  to  $5,205,648  of  which  $3,835,968  was  for  maintenance 
and  $1,369,680  for  principal  and  interest  charges  with  respect  to  assumed  and  new  debenture  debt. 
It  may  be  noted  that  the  maintenance  expenditure  of  $3,835,968  includes  $113,501  for  items  of  a 
capital  nature  and  $157,796  for  the  Corporation’s  share  (25%)  of  the  maintenance  costs  of  County 
Roads,  i.e.,  outside  of  the  Metropolitan  Area.  A  1956  amendment  to  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act 
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provides  that  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  may  contribute  its  appropriate  share  of  the  administrative 
expenses  of  the  Toronto  and  York  Roads  Commission  in  addition  to  its  statutory  liability  in  respect 
of  such  roads. 

The  Provincial  Grant  of  $1,443,815  represents  50%  of  approved  maintenance  expenditures  on 
roads.  Such  approved  expenditures  exclude  Corporation’s  share  of  County  Roads,  cleaning  costs 
and  certain  administrative  expenses. 

Capital  expenditures  on  all  road  projects  in  1955  were  $10,231,814  of  which  recoveries  (chiefly 
from  the  Provincial  Government)  amounted  to  $5,721,079. 

Over  the  ten-year  period  1956  to  1965  inclusive,  gross  capital  expenditures  for  roads  are  estimated 
at  $145,617,000  of  which  approximately  $74,776,000  will  be  recovered,  chiefly  by  way  of  Provincial 
Government  subsidy.  Some  of  the  major  projects  for  which  provision  is  made  therein  are:  Lakeshore 
Expressway  and  Queen  Street  West  Extension,  Don  Valley  Parkway,  Eglinton  Avenue  East  and 
West  Extensions,  Dundas  Street  West  Widening  including  Overpass  at  Royal  York  Road,  Lawrence 
Avenue  Widening  East  and  West,  and  Spadina  Road  Extension. 

Sewage  System  (See  Pages  48  and  50) 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  responsible  for  the  operation  of  all  permanent  sewage  treatment 
plants  and  the  necessary  trunk  sewers  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  sewage.  Current  expenditure 
on  this  account  amounted  to  $3,375,082  in  1955  of  which  $2,000,706  was  for  ordinary  operating  costs 
and  $1,374,376  was  for  principal  and  interest  charges  with  respect  to  assumed  and  new  debenture 
debt.  Capital  expenditures  in  1955  amounted  to  $2,060,392  and  over  the  next  ten  years  are  estimated 
at  $61,744,000.  Two  major  projects  provided  for  therein  and  now  in  progress  are: 

(a)  Main  Sewage  Treatment  Plant  Enlargement — On  completion,  plant  will  have  capacity  of 
120,000,000  gallons  per  day  and  permit  removal  of  95%  of  solids,  as  compared  with  present 
capacity  of  84,000,000  gallons  per  day  and  removal  of  55%  of  solids. 

(b)  Humber  Sewage  Treatment  Plant — The  initial  plant  will  have  a  capacity  of  50,000,000 
gallons  per  day  and  the  ultimate  plant  a  capacity  of  100,000,000  gallons  per  day.  Provision 
is  being  made  for  removal  of  95%  of  solids. 

In  addition  to  the  above  estimated  capital  expenditures  for  the  next  ten  years  of  $61,744,000  it 
is  expected  that  approximately  $10,834,000  will  be  spent  on  plants,  trunk  sewers  and  other  sewage 
facilities  which  will  be  financed  by  charges  against  the  subdividers  of  residential  and  industrial  lands. 
A  major  item  in  this  category  is  the  primary  plant  of  the  Highland  Creek  Sewage  Treatment  project, 
now  nearing  completion,  which  has  a  capacity  of  4,000,000  gallons  per  day  and  provides  for  removal 
of  95%  of  solids  from  increasing  sewage. 

Administration  of  Justice,  Registry  Offices  and  Traffic  Control 

In  the  1954  Annual  Report,  expenditures  under  this  section  were  classified  as  “Administration 
of  Justice  and  Traffic  Control”.  An  amendment  in  1955  to  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act  vested 
the  Registry  and  Land  Titles  Offices  for  the  City  of  Toronto  and  the  East  and  West  Ridings  of  the 
County  of  York  in  the  Metropolitan  Corporation.  Expenditures  and  revenues  in  this  connection 
are  included  herein  and  the  caption,  therefore,  revised  in  accordance  therewith. 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  pays  all  costs  for  the  Administration  of  Justice  within  the 
Metropolitan  Area  with  certain  exceptions,  such  as  expenses  for  police  and  magistrates’  courts, 
division  courts  accommodation  and  judges’  salaries,  subject  to  certain  recoveries  from  the  Province 
and  recoveries  from  the  County  of  York  with  respect  to  its  jurisdiction  outside  the  Toronto  Metro¬ 
politan  Area.

In  abatement  of  the  above  expenses,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  received  $189,962  from  the 
Provincial  Government,  chiefly  admittable  maintenance  costs  of  prisoners  charged  under  the  Criminal 
C'ode  but  also  on  account  of  Crown  Witnesses’  and  Coroners’  Fees.  Other  revenues  amounted  to 
$417,534,  including  $296,426  received  by  way  of  surplus  fees  and  the  County’s  share  of  expenses  of 
the  Registry  and  Land  Titles  Offices,  $56,301  from  Court  Fines  and  Fees,  $22,276  from  the  County 
of  York  (share  of  Administration  of  Justice  expenses)  and  $22,768  from  the  Area  Municipalities  (use 
of  Jail  for  lock-up  purposes). 

in  1955,  capital  expenditures  amounted  to  $441,950  on  the  new  Juvenile  and  Family  Court 
building  now  under  construction  and  $65,864  on  a  major  addition  being  made  to  the  existing  Jail. 
The  Juvenile  and  Family  Court  building  will  include  accommodation  for  the  detention  of  children 
pending  appearance  in  the  Juvenile  Court. 

Parks  (See  Page  49) 

During  1955  and  to  date  in  1956  the  following  major  steps  have  been  taken  in  the  development 
of  park  and  green  belt  areas  on  a  Metropolitan  basis: 

(a)  Except  for  about  ten  properties,  settlements  have  been  made  or  agreed  upon  with  respect 
to  the  356  properties  expropriated  in  the  flood  danger  areas  of  the  Village  of  Long  Branch 
and  the  Townships  of  Etobicoke,  North  York  and  Scarborough  following  Hurricane  Hazel  in 
October,  1954.  Demolition  of  the  respective  buildings  has  been  largely  completed. 

(b)  Carson  Park  lands  located  just  beyond  the  northerly  limits  of  the  City  of  Toronto  were 
purchased  from  the  City,  and  in  August,  1956  the  new  Club  House  and  18-hole  municipal 
golf  course  constructed  thereon  were  officially  opened. 

(c)  The  James  Gardens,  an  11-acre  estate  in  the  Township  of  Etobicoke,  and  the  Edwards 
Gardens,  a  26-acre  estate  in  the  Township  of  North  York,  were  purchased  and  leased  to  the 
respective  townships  for  parks  purposes. 
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(d)  By  amendment  to  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act  in  1956  all  lands  comprising  Toronto 
Islands,  except  such  land  used  or  required  for  the  Toronto  Island  Airport,  were  vested  as  of 
January  1,  1956,  in  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  for  parks  purposes,  subject  to  existing 
leases.  Furthermore,  the  amending  Act  of  1956  authorized  the  Metropolitan  Corporation 
to  establish  and,  subject  to  Municipal  Board  approval,  to  assume  any  existing  zoological 
gardens.  In  accordance  therewith,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  assuming  the  Riverdale 
Zoo  from  the  City  of  Toronto. 

Particularly  in  view  of  the  aforementioned  developments  a  Metropolitan  Parks  Department 
was  established  about  the  middle  of  1955.  While  departmental  expenditures  amounted  to  only 
$17,771  in  1955,  total  current  expenditures  for  parks  purposes  were  $85,051  including  $22,000  on 
account  of  the  operating  deficit  and  improvements  of  James  Gardens  and  $45,280  debenture  principal 
and  interest  charges. 

Capital  expenditures  in  1955  amounted  to  $2,213,564,  of  which  $1,463,199  was  for  acquisitions 
of  properties  in  the  flood  danger  areas.  The  estimated  cost  of  acquiring  all  such  properties  (including 
compensation  with  respect  to  damaged  or  destroyed  buildings)  was  $1,660,000,  of  which  $1,045,000 
would  be  contributed  by  the  F'ederal  and  Provincial  Governments  and  the  balance  shared  by  the 
Metropolitan  Corporation  and  the  respective  Area  Municipalities. 

Unclassified  (See  Pages  49  and  51) 

Expenditures  and  revenues  dealt  with  under  this  heading  for  various  reasons  cannot  be  grouped 
for  broad  functional  classification.  In  1955  there  were  two  principal  items  in  this  category,  namely 
the  Metropolitan  Corporation’s  cost  with  respect  to  the  Civil  Defence  Organization  and  the  net  cost 
of  temporary  financing. 

An  amendment  to  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act  in  1955  authorized  the  Metropolitan  Corporation 
to  establish  or  maintain  civilian  defence  committees  and  provide  moneys  for  air  raid  precaution  or 
other  similar  work  within  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area.  In  accordance  therewith  The  Metropolitan 
Toronto  Civil  Defence  Organization  was  formed  as  of  April  1,  1955.  Expenditures  in  this  connection 
for  1955  amounted  to  $60,781,  of  which  $39,112  has  been  received  on  account  of  the  F'ederal  and 
Provincial  Governments’  share  (75%)  of  such  costs. 

Interest  on  temporary  financing  amounted  to  $91,320.  This  amount  represents  the  cost  of 
temporarily  financing  current  expenditures  pending  payments  from  the  Area  Municipalities  on 
account  of  the  Metropolitan  levy  and  capital  expenditures  pending  debenture  issuance,  less  recoveries 
from  Area  Municipalities  on  account  of  capital  financing  undertaken  on  their  behalf.  It  should  be 
noted  that  this  amount  includes  temporary  interest  costs  in  connection  with  the  current  financing 
of  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  and  capital  financing  for  the  local  Boards  of  Education  but  does 
not  include  such  costs  with  respect  to  Toronto  Transit  Commission  and  Metropolitan  waterworks 
operation. 

Administration — general  (See  Pages  48  and  50) 

Expenditures  of  $2,847,697  under  this  heading  represent  the  cost  of  overall  administration 
exclusive  of  such  costs  specifically  relating  to  the  services  previously  discussed.  Of  the  total  expendi¬ 
ture,  64%  was  required  for  assessment  of  properties  within  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area,  for  which 
the  Metropolitan  Corporation  became  exclusively  responsible  under  the  Act.  The  balance  is  made 
up  of  costs  for  general  administrative  departments  such  as  Treasury,  Clerk’s,  Audit  and  Legal  as  well 
as  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Planning  Board  and  sundry  other  expenses.  Revenues  of  $141,114 
derived  chiefly  from  the  general  administrative  charge  of  $100,000  to  waterworks  operation  have 
been  considered  as  an  abatement  of  the  costs  of  administration. 
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While  most  of  the  accommodation  required  for  the  work  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  at 
present  rented  at  various  locations,  the  Municipal  Building  of  the  County  of  York,  located  in  the 
City  of  Toronto,  was  purchased  during  1954  and  is  used  chiefly  for  Council  and  Committee  meetings 
and  related  administrative  offices.  Debenture  Debt  charges  in  respect  of  such  building  amounted 
to  $34,702.  Eventually  Metropolitan  Departments  will  be  centralized  in  a  proposed  new  Municipal 
Building. 

Provincial  Government  Unconditional  Per  Capita  Grant 

Under  1953  legislation,  the  Provincial  Government  pays  unconditional  grants  to  all  Munici¬ 
palities  ranging  from  $1.50  per  capita  in  the  case  of  very  small  Municipalities  to  $4.00  per  capita  in 
the  case  of  Municipalities  having  a  population  of  over  750,000.  This  grant  is  for  the  purpose  of 
assisting  Municipalities  in  the  provision  of  W  elfare  Services,  Social  Services,  Administration  of  Justice 
and  other  services.  In  this  connection,  it  may  be  noted  that  the  legislation  fixes  the  population  upon 
which  such  grants  will  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  1951  Federal  Government  census,  after  deduction 
of  inmates  of  institutions,  residents  in  Defence  establishments  and  certain  other  temporary  residents, 
with  provision  for  adjustment  upward  with  respect  to  each  7%  increase.  In  1955,  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation  on  the  basis  of  $4.00  per  capita  received  a  grant  of  $4,982,100. 

Metropolitan  General  Levy  (See  Page  53) 

In  1955,  the  net  amount  (i.e.,  after  Provincial  Government  grants  and  other  revenues)  levied 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  other  than  schools  was  $13,261,355.  In  accordance 
with  the  Act,  each  Area  Municipality  was  required  to  levy  against  its  taxpayers  and  pay  over  to  the 
Metropolitan  Corporation  the  proportion  of  this  amount  that  the  assessed  value  of  rateable  property 
in  that  municipality  bore  to  the  total  assessed  value  of  rateable  property  in  the  whole  Metropolitan 
Area. 

Under  The  Assessment  Act,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  entitled  to  receive  its  proportion 
of  supplementary  taxes  levied  by  the  Area  Municipalities  but  is  required  to  pay  its  share  of  all  tax 
deficiencies.  In  the  1954  Report,  supplementary  Taxes  were  set  up  as  a  deferred  credit  to  be  applied 
in  abatement  of  the  1955  tax  levy,  in  accordance  with  the  respective  legislation  at  that  time,  and 
the  deficiencies  were  included  in  expenditures.  In  this  Report,  supplementary  taxes  of  $370,310  for 
1955  are  included  in  revenues,  in  accordance  with  an  amendment  to  the  legislation,  and  tax  deficiencies 
of  $75,014  are  treated  as  contra  thereto  which  results  in  a  net  revenue  of  $295,296.  The  1954 
supplementary  taxes  were  credited  to  the  revenue  fund  surplus  account  in  1955. 

General  Surplus  (See  Page  38) 

The  Surplus  for  1955  on  general  account  amounted  to  $1,321,932,  which  arose  from  the  fact 
that  revenues  were  in  excess  of  estimates  by  $386,134  and  expenditures  were  below  estimates  by 
$935,798.  Credited  to  Surplus  Account  in  1955,  this  amount  together  with  a  credit  of  $233,892  for 
1954  supplementary  taxes  less  an  adjustment  of  $8,643  resulted  in  a  total  surplus  of  $1,547,181  to 
be  carried  forward  as  a  revenue  item  to  abate  the  1956  Metropolitan  Levy. 

Education  (See  Pages  49  and  52) 

Gross  expenditures  on  account  of  Education  amounted  to  $33,460,983  of  which  $28,040,269 
represents  maintenance  assistance  payments  by  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  to  local  Boards  of 
Education  within  the  Metropolitan  Area  and  $5,321,341  principal  and  interest  payments  with  respect 
to  assumed  debenture  debt  of  the  Area  Municipalities  and  new  debentures  issued  by  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation.  Maintenance  assistance  payments  are  made  on  a  per  pupil  basis  of  average  daily 
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attendance  in  the  preceding  year.  In  1955,  such  payments  were  at  the  per  pupil  rates  of  $150  in  the 
case  of  Public  Elementary  Schools,  $250  in  the  case  of  Academic  Secondary  Schools  and  $300  in  the 
case  of  Vocational  Secondary  Schools,  with  additional  payments  in  respect  of  handicapped  children 
in  special  classes  to  bring  such  payments  in  those  cases  to  approximate  full  maintenance  costs.  In 
1956  a  new  basis  of  $400  has  been  established  with  respect  to  technical  and  handicraft  students  and 
a  new  policy  adopted  of  paying  the  higher  commercial,  technical  and  handicraft  grants  for  all  students 
taking  such  instruction,  irrespective  of  the  classification  of  the  school.  This  new  policy  assures  more 
equitable  treatment  of  all  Boards  of  Education  of  the  Area  Municipalities. 

Provincial  Government  grants  received  by  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  amounted  to 
$9,236,177  in  1955.  In  this  connection,  it  may  be  noted  that  each  local  Board  of  Education  applies 
for  all  Provincial  grants  but  that,  with  the  exception  of  any  special  grants  (such  as  the  per  pupil  grant 
of  $4.00  in  1955  and  $6.00  in  1956)  and  those  in  respect  of  milk  for  pupils,  night  schools  and  books, 
payments  are  made  to  The  Metropolitan  School  Board. 

In  1955,  the  net  amount  (i.e.,  after  Provincial  Government  grants,  previous  year’s  surplus,  etc.) 
levied  for  the  requirements  of  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  and  for  principal  and  interest  payments 
with  respect  to  assumed  and  new  debenture  debt  was  $22,773,201.  This  levy  of  $22,773,201  was 
made  up  of  $15,450,590  for  Public  School  purposes  and  $7,322,611  for  Secondary  School  purposes. 
In  accordance  with  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  each  Area  Municipality  was  required  to  levy  against 
its  taxpayers  and  pay  over  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  a  proportion  of  these  amounts  determined 
as  follows: 

(a)  In  the  case  of  the  levy  for  Public  School  purposes — an  amount  representing  the  proportion 
that  the  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Public  School  purposes  in  that  municipality 
bore  to  the  total  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Public  School  purposes  in  the  whole 
Metropolitan  Area. 

(b)  In  the  case  of  the  levy  for  Secondary  School  purposes — an  amount  representing  the  pro¬ 
portion  that  the  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Secondary  School  purposes  in  that 
municipality  bore  to  the  total  assessed  value  of  property  rateable  for  Secondary  School 
purposes  in  the  whole  Metropolitan  Area. 

Upon  reference  to  the  statement  on  page  53,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Public  School  levy  was  distributed 
on  an  assessment  of  $2,554,426,109  and  the  Secondary  School  levy  on  an  assessment  of  $2,685,371,188. 
The  difference  between  these  two  assessments  represents  property  rateable  for  the  requirements  of 
Roman  Catholic  Primary  Schools  rather  than  Public  Elementary  Schools.  In  this  connection,  it 
should  be  noted  that  the  Roman  Catholic  Primary  Schools  in  the  Metropolitan  Area  are  practically 
all  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Metropolitan  Separate  School  Board  although  two  other  Separate 
School  boards  function  within  the  area.  The  Separate  School  boards  are  independent  of  both  the 
Metropolitan  Council  and  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  with  respect  to  debenture  issuance  and 
all  other  matters. 

As  pointed  out  in  the  discussion  of  the  General  levy,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  entitled 
to  receive  its  proportion  of  supplementary  taxes  levied  by  the  Area  Municipalities  but  is  required 
to  pay  its  share  of  all  tax  deficiencies.  These  taxes  amounting  to  $647,640  with  respect  to  education 
less  deficiencies  of  $132,943  resulted  in  a  net  revenue  for  1955  of  $514,697.  In  1954  supplementary 
taxes  were  set  up  as  a  deferred  credit  and  deficiencies  included  in  expenditures. 

A  surplus  of  $338,716  on  1955  operations,  together  with  $511,948  from  1954  supplementary 
taxes  less  an  adjustment  of  $16,626,  resulted  in  a  total  surplus  of  $834,038  to  be  carried  forward  as  a 
revenue  item  to  abate  the  1956  Metropolitan  levy  for  education  purposes.  (See  Surplus  Account 
page  41.) 
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While,  subject  to  the  approval  of  The  Metropolitan  School  Board,  the  local  boards  continue  to 
be  responsible  for  the  construction  of  their  schools,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  has  exclusive  power 
to  issue  any  debentures  required  for  financing  of  the  cost.  During  the  years  1954  and  1955  the  local 
Boards  applied  for  and  received  approval  of  The  Metropolitan  School  Board  and  the  Metropolitan 
Council  for  the  following  new  school  projects  to  be  financed  by  the  issuance  of  Metropolitan  Toronto 
debentures:

Debenture  issues  for  new  capital  expenditures  to  the  extent  that  they  are  eligible  for  legislative 
grants  are  repayable  by  annual  levies  against  all  the  Area  Municipalities  and  the  balance  by  levies 
against  the  particular  Area  Municipalities  in  which  the  respective  local  Boards  of  Education  have 
jurisdiction.  Of  the  $22,772,000  capital  expenditure  approved  in  1955,  approximately  60%  is  eligible 
for  Provincial  Government  grants.  It  should  be  noted  that  such  grants,  representing  about  26%  of 
the  total  cost,  will  be  received  annually  over  the  lifetime  of  the  respective  debenture  debts. 

The  Metropolitan  School  Board  and  the  Metropolitan  Council  in  the  latter  part  of  1954  agreed 
upon  a  formula  establishing  maximum  amounts  for  which  debentures  would  be  issued  with  respect 
to  various  classes  of  schools.  Any  capital  costs  in  excess  of  the  limits  fixed  by  this  formula  must  be 
met  as  a  current  charge  by  the  respective  local  Boards  of  Education.  These  restrictions  on  capital 
costs  operate  toward  accomplishing  adequate  basic  educational  facilities  throughout  the  Toronto 
Metropolitan  Area. 


Waterworks  (See  Pages  49  and  52) 

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  is  responsible  for  the  production,  treatment,  storage  and  whole¬ 
sale  distribution  of  water  to  the  Area  Municipalities.  All  existing  works  and  necessary  trunk  mains 
of  the  Area  Municipalities  or  any  local  boards  thereof  were  transferred  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation 
without  compensation  except  that  they  were  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  providing  funds  to  meet  all 
future  principal  and  interest  charges  with  respect  to  any  debenture  debt  outstanding  against  these 
facilities.  Rates  fixed  by  the  Metropolitan  Council  are  required  to  be  sufficient  to  make  the  system 
self-sustaining  after  providing  for  such  maintenance,  renewals,  depreciation,  debt  charges  and  reserves 
as  the  Council  deems  proper  and  any  surplus  revenues  not  required  for  such  purposes  must  remain 
at  the  credit  of  the  System. 

Current  expenditures  in  1955  with  respect  to  the  waterworks  system  amounted  to  $5,790,443,  of 
which  $2,697,845  was  for  operation  and  maintenance  of  pumping  stations,  filtration  plants,  reservoirs, 
intakes,  trunk  mains,  etc.  and  treatment  of  water,  $2,265,745  for  principal  and  interest  charges  with 
respect  to  assumed  debenture  debt  and  Metropolitan  debentures,  $464,508  for  general  administration 
and  $362,345  for  taxes  payable  to  Area  Municipalities. 
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Revenues  for  1955  amounted  to  $5,976,776,  derived  almost  entirely  from  wholesale  water  charges 
to  the  Area  Municipalities.  The  surplus  for  the  year  of  $186,333,  together  with  the  1954  surplus  of 
$68,456  and  an  unrequired  balance  of  funds  transferred  from  certain  reserve  accounts  of  $24,232, 
resulted  in  an  accumulated  surplus  of  $279,021  as  at  December  31,  1955.  (See  Page  46.) 

Capital  expenditures  for  additional  waterworks  plant,  extensions  to  existing  works  and  provision 
of  trunk  mains  in  1955  amounted  to  $3,803,355.  Over  the  next  ten  years,  capital  expenditures  in 
this  connection  are  estimated  at  $55,785,000.  Three  major  works  now  in  progress  are  as  follows: 

(a)  Extension  to  R.  C.  Harris  Water  Purification  and  Pumping  Plant  to  increase  capacity  from 
100,000,000  to  200,000,000  gallons  per  day. 

(b)  Rehabilitation  and  extension  to  John  Street  Pumping  Station. 

(c)  Extensions  to  Scarborough  Water  Purification  Plant  to  increase  capacity  from  14,000,000 
gallons  per  day  to  24,000,000  gallons  per  day. 


Toronto  Transit  Commission 


Prior  to  January  1,  1954,  public  passenger  transportation  in  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area, 
other  than  steam  railways  and  taxis,  was  provided  in  the  City  of  Toronto  by  The  Toronto  Trans¬ 
portation  Commission  and  in  the  other  Area  Municipalities  either  by  the  Commission  under  agree¬ 
ments  or  by  privately-owned  companies.  By  The  Municipality  of  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act  the  new 
Transit  Commission  was  given  exclusive  power  in  this  regard  and  in  accordance  therewith  acquired 
all  assets  of  the  former  Commission  without  compensation  and  purchased  the  four  privately-owned 
bus  lines  operating  in  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area. 

The  Toronto  Transportation  Commission,  over  the  whole  period  of  its  operation  since  1921,  was 
fully  self-sustaining  after  adequately  providing  for  depreciation,  all  operating  contingencies  and 
principal  and  interest  charges  with  respect  to  debentures  issued  by  the  City  of  Toronto  for  the  System. 

The  Toronto  Transit  Commission,  which  is  appointed  by  the  Metropolitan  Council,  is  an  inde¬ 
pendent  body  except  for  the  fact  that  capital  expenditures  to  be  financed  by  the  issuance  of  debentures 
of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  must  be  approved  by  the  Metropolitan  Council.  The  System  is 
required  to  be  self-sustaining  after  providing  for  all  operating  costs  including  principal  and  interest 
charges  with  respect  to  previously  existing  debenture  debts  assumed  and  any  new  debentures  issued 
by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation. 

The  following  statistics  as  at  the  end  of  1955  are  of  interest:

On  March  30,  1954,  the  Yonge  Street  Rapid  Transit  project  was  officially  opened  for  passenger 
traffic.  This  project,  commenced  in  1949,  consists  of  4.56  miles  of  double  track  (2.88  in  subway  and 
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1.68  in  open  cut).  At  the  present  time  rush-hour  traffic  on  this  route  exceeds  30,000  passengers  per 
hour  which  approximates  the  capacity  of  existing  rolling  stock.  The  designed  capacity  of  the 
subway  is  40,000  passengers  per  hour. 

In  1946  the  voters  of  the  City  of  Toronto  approved  a  general  plan  for  two  subways,  including  the 
Yonge  Street  Rapid  Transit  project  now  in  operation.  The  other  was  an  east-west  subway.  Plans 
presently  under  consideration  contemplate  not  only  an  east-west  subway  but  also  a  second  north- 
south  subway.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  such  projects  will  form  a  part  of  the  over-all  transportation 
facilities  within  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area,  the  financial  responsibility  for  them  as  between  the 
Commission  and  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  has  yet  to  be  determined. 

The  first  two  years  of  operation  on  a  Metropolitan  basis  presented,  of  course,  many  problems  in 
the  co-ordination  and  consolidation  of  the  system,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  new  Com¬ 
mission  had  become  financially  responsible  for  transportation  services  in  an  area  of  240  square  miles, 
including  certain  non-self-sustaining  services,  as  compared  with  35  square  miles  in  the  case  of  the 
former  Commission.  In  addition  it  was  required  to  meet  substantially  increased  operating  costs. 
Though  changes  were  made  in  the  fare  structure  with  a  view  to  making  the  whole  system  self- 
sustaining,  such  changes  proved  inadequate  in  this  regard,  with  the  result  that  deficits  were  sustained 
in  the  first  two  years  of  operation.

Note: — The  foregoing  Condensed  Statement  of  Income  and  Statement  of  Accumulated  Deficit  have  been 
prepared  from  information  contained  in  the  respective  statements  referred  to  in  the  Auditors’  Certificates 
with  respect  to  1954  and  1955  operations.  The  Balance  Sheet  and  Auditors’  Certificate  covering  the  year 
ended  December  31,  1955  are  shown  on  Pages  56  and  57. 

In  June  1956  the  Metropolitan  Corporation,  under  authority  given  by  The  Municipality  of 
Metropolitan  Toronto  Amendment  Act,  1956,  made  a  grant  of  $2,300,000  to  the  Commission  on 
account  of  the  losses  suffered  by  the  Commission  during  the  extension  and  re-organization  of  its 
system  in  the  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area.  On  July  1,  1956,  the  Commission  effected  a  12jr>-cent 
zone  fare  structure  to  replace  the  former  10-cent  structure.  After  due  allowance  for  any  adverse 
effect  of  the  fare  increase  on  the  number  of  passengers  it  is  estimated  that  the  system  again  will  operate 
on  an  annual  self-sustaining  basis.  In  recognition,  however,  of  the  possibility  that  as  the  fare  increase 
did  not  come  into  effect  until  July  1,  1956  there  may  be  a  deficit  on  1956  operations,  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation  has  indicated  its  intention  to  request  enabling  legislation  by  the  Province  of  Ontario  to 
make  a  grant  to  the  Commission  in  1957  equal  to  any  such  deficit  up  to  but  not  exceeding  $2,000,000. 

Gray  Coach  Lines,  Limited,  a  wholly-owned  subsidiary,  operates  outside  the  Toronto  Metro¬ 
politan  Area.  The  revenues  and  expenditures  with  respect  to  this  subsidiary  are  not  included  in  the 
foregoing  statements,  although  dividends  received  by  the  Commission  from  it  are  shown.  Net 
income  of  this  subsidiary  before  such  dividends  amounted  to  $217,116  and  $339,752  in  the  years 
1954  and  1955  respectively. 


Debenture  Debt 

The  obligation  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  with  respect  to  debenture  debt  divides  into  two 
categories,  namely: 

(a)  the  obligation  to  provide  funds  to  the  Area  Municipalities  for  payment  of  all  outstanding 
debenture  debt  issued  by  them  for  school  purposes  and  for  works  now  vested  in  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Corporation.  (Debenture  Debt  in  this  category  is  referred  to  as  “Assumed”.) 

(b)  the  obligation  to  holders  of  debentures  issued  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  for  its  own 
purposes,  including  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission,  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  Area 
Municipalities,  including  their  local  Boards  of  Education.  (Debenture  Debt  in  this  category 
is  referred  to  as  “Issued”.)  In  this  connection  it  should  be  noted  that  since  January  1,  1954 
no  Area  Municipality  has  had  the  power  to  issue  debentures.

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It  will  be  seen  that  $152,675,328  of  the  total  debt  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1955  represents  debt 
assumed  or  issued  for  the  purposes  of  the  Waterworks  System  and  the  Toronto  Transit  Commission 
and  debt  issued  for  the  purposes  of  specific  Area  Municipalities.  Funds  for  the  payment  of  the  debt 
assumed  or  issued  on  account  of  the  waterworks  and  transit  systems  will  be  provided  from  the  revenues 
of  these  utilities.  Funds  for  the  payment  of  debt  issued  for  specific  Area  Municipalities  will  be 
provided  by  them  either  by  tax  levies  or  other  revenues.  The  balance  of  the  debt  amounting  to 
$99,769,297  will  be  repaid  by  Metropolitan  General  and  Education  levies  against  all  Area  Municipalities 
on  the  basis  of  their  relative  assessments.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  in  addition  to  the  $18,880,178 
debt  shown  in  the  statement  as  issued  for  schools  repayable  by  Metropolitan  levies,  $6,972,822  for 
schools  is  included  in  the  amount  of  $57,432,978  shown  as  issued  and  repayable  by  specific  Area 
Municipalities. 

Though  not  forming  part  of  Metropolitan  Corporation  debt,  it  is  of  interest  to  add  to  the  above 
figures,  the  debenture  debt  of  the  Area  Municipalities  for  which  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  has 
not  become  responsible  for  repayment  and  thereby  present  a  consolidated  debenture  debt  statement 
with  respect  to  the  whole  Toronto  Metropolitan  Area.  In  this  connection,  a  very  comprehensive 
statement  is  submitted  on  pages  60  and  61  of  this  report  showing  the  municipalities  which  have  issued 
the  debentures  and  the  amounts  thereof  for  which  each  is  required  to  specifically  levy  after  deduction 
of  the  debts  on  account  of  Waterworks,  Transit  and  Hydro-Electric  Systems.  The  following  is  a 
summary  of  the  information  contained  in  this  statement.

Note  :  Debts  of  Roman  Catholic  Separate  School  Boards  not  included.  These  Boards  issue  their  own  debentures 
and  respective  principal  and  interest  charges  are  provided  by  levy  of  the  Area  Municipalities  on  their 
behalf  against  the  supporters  of  such  separate  schools. 


Prior  to  an  amendment  in  1955  to  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation 
had  the  power  to  issue  instalment  debentures  only,  but  as  a  result  of  this  amendment  the  Corporation 
may  also  issue  sinking  fund  debentures.  The  Act,  as  amended,  provides  that  upon  the  issue  of  sinking 
fund  debentures  an  annual  deposit  shall  be  made  in  a  consolidated  Sinking  Fund  of  such  amount  as 
with  interest  at  an  estimated  rate  not  exceeding  3%  per  annum  capitalized  yearly  will  be  sufficient 
to  repay  such  debentures  in  full  at  maturity.  All  assets  of  the  Sinking  Fund  are  under  the  sole  control 
and  management  of  a  Sinking  Fund  committee  composed  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Metropolitan  Cor¬ 
poration  and  two  members  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council.  Sinking  Fund  invest¬ 
ments  are  limited  to  securities  which  are  trustee  investments  under  The  Trustee  Act  (Ontario)— 
including  debentures  ot  the  Metropolitan  Corporation — although  certain  temporary  advances  and 
loans  may  be  made  from  the  Sinking  Fund  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation.

General  Comment 

The  first  year  of  operations,  1954,  was  largely  devoted  to  organization  on  a  Metropolitan  basis  of 
services  transferred  from  the  Area  Municipalities  and  planning  with  respect  to  new  capital  works. 
By  amendments  to  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act  in  1955  and  1956  the  responsibilities  of  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Corporation  have  been  enlarged,  both  through  transfer  of  further  services  from  the  Area 
Municipalities  and  additional  powers  deemed  necessary  for  effective  administration.  The  most 
important  of  these  new  obligations  are  as  follows: 

(a)  Transfer  from  the  Area  Municipalities  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  as  at  January  1, 
1955,  of  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  registry  office  accommodation  including  main¬ 
tenance  and  necessary  equipment  and  supplies  for  operations.  Subject  to  payment  of 
compensation,  the  two  registry  offices  within  the  Metropolitan  Area  (City  of  Toronto  and 
County  of  York)  were  vested  in  the  Metropolitan  Corporation. 
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(b)  Transfer  on  January  1,  1957,  of  all  Police  administration  from  the  respective  boards  of 
commissioners  of  police  of  the  Area  Municipalities  to  a  new  Metropolitan  Board  of  Com¬ 
missioners  of  Police.  The  Chairman  and  one  other  member  of  the  Metropolitan  Council 
are  members  of  this  Board,  which  has  been  formed  and  is  now  engaged  in  necessary  organiza¬ 
tion  work.  Existing  lands,  buildings  and  other  facilities  used  for  police  administration 
become  vested  in  the  Metropolitan  Corporation.  A  pension  plan  for  members  of  the 
Metropolitan  Police  Force  must  be  established. 

(c)  Transfer  on  January  1,  1957,  from  the  Area  Municipalities  to  the  Metropolitan  Corporation 
of  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  accommodation,  maintenance,  equipment  and  supplies 
for  Magistrates’  Courts.  The  fines  and  penalties  imposed  by  such  courts  will  become 
revenues  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation. 

(d)  Power  from  January  1,  1957,  under  a  new  Metropolitan  Licensing  Commission,  of  which 
the  Chairman  of  the  Metropolitan  Council  or  his  delegate  is  a  member,  to  exercise  the  powers 
of  any  Area  Municipalities  or  their  boards  of  commissioners  of  police  with  respect  to  licensing 
and  related  matters.  This  commission  has  been  established  and  has  given  considerable 
study  to  the  matters  involved. 

(e)  As  of  January  1,  1956,  all  lands  comprising  Toronto  Islands,  except  such  land  used  or  re¬ 
quired  for  the  Toronto  Island  Airport,  were  vested  in  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  for  park 
purposes,  subject  to  existing  leases.  To  date  this  year  a  considerable  number  of  settle¬ 
ments  has  been  made  with  respect  to  leasehold  properties  and  the  respective  buildings 
demolished. 

(f)  A  Metropolitan  employees  pension  plan  established  earlier  this  year,  in  accordance  with  a 
1955  amendment  to  the  Metropolitan  Toronto  Act,  permits  admittance  of  the  employees  of 
a  local  board  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation,  any  Area  Municipality  or  a  local  board 
thereof  or  the  Toronto  and  Yorks  Roads  Commission  by  agreement  between  such  bodies  and 
the  Metropolitan  Corporation.  This  plan  will  be  administered  wholly  by  personnel  of  the 
Metropolitan  Corporation  and  will  involve  considerable  work  in  the  keeping  of  records, 
processing  of  benefits,  and  investment  management. 

(g)  Since  March  31,  1955,  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  has  had  the  power  and  has  issued 
Sinking  Fund  Debentures.  Though  all  assets  of  the  sinking  fund  are  under  the  control  and 
management  of  a  sinking  fund  committee  composed  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation  and  two  members  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  the 
administrative  work  will  be  centred  in  the  Metropolitan  Treasury  Department. 

(h)  Since  April,  1955,  a  Civil  Defence  Organization  has  functioned  for  the  Metropolitan  Toronto 
area  and  funds  have  been  provided  by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  to  meet  its  share  (25%) 
of  the  respective  costs. 

(i)  On  January  1,  1956,  an  Air  Pollution  Control  Division  of  the  Works  Department  was 
established  and  funds  were  provided  therefor  in  the  1956  Estimates. 

(j)  Power  to  establish  and  operate  a  public  hospital  and  an  isolation  hospital  and  for  such 
purposes  the  City  of  Toronto  Riverdale  Isolation  Hospital  becomes  vested  in  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Corporation  on  January  1,  1957. 
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(k)  Power  to  regulate  and  to  acquire  land  and  operate  plants  for  dumping  and  disposal  of 
domestic  or  industrial  waste  subject  to  approval  of  the  local  municipality  in  which  such 
operations  are  to  be  located. 

From  a  study  of  the  foregoing,  it  will  seem  that  only  to  a  relatively  minor  extent  do  the  operating 
results  of  1955  reflect  the  administrative  and  financial  effects  of  these  new  responsibilities  assumed 
by  the  Metropolitan  Corporation.  Though  considerable  organizational  work  is  required  in  1956 
the  full  measure  of  the  administrative  and  financial  obligations  involved  will  not  become  evident  until 
1957. 

From  the  inception  of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  it  was  realized  that  the  overtaking  of  the 
backlog  of  minimum  capital  requirements  together  with  the  need  of  initiating  new  works  on  a 
standard  adequate  for  this  rapidly  developing  Metropolitan  Area  would  demand  the  utmost  care  in 
planning.  Such  planning  in  the  initial  stages  very  naturally  was  concentrated  chiefly  on  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  data  with  respect  to  the  physical  works  required.  As  time  passed,  it  became  more  and 
more  evident  that,  if  the  annual  charges  for  principal  repayment  and  interest  with  respect  to  debenture 
financing  of  these  works  together  with  maintenance  and  all  other  current  obligations  were  to  be  kept 
reasonably  within  the  taxpayers’  ability  to  pay  and  debenture  issuance  economically  within  the 
resources  of  the  investment  market  a  re-examination  of  the  whole  programme  was  essential.  Early 
this  year  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee  such  a  re-examination  was  undertaken  and 
on  May  30,  1956,  a  revised  Capital  Programme  was  adopted  by  the  Metropolitan  Council.  This 
programme  sets  forth  anticipated  annual  expenditures  on  capital  account  by  the  Metropolitan  Cor¬ 
poration,  the  Area  Municipalities  and  their  Boards  of  Education  over  the  period  1956  to  1965  inclusive. 
Though  the  aggregate  of  approximately  $870,000,000  (before  recoveries  by  way  of  Provincial  Govern¬ 
ment  subsidies,  etc.)  is  large,  the  review  had  four  very  important  results,  viz.: 

(a)  The  limitation  in  the  ten-year  programme,  in  so  far  as  Metropolitan  works  are  concerned, 
to  those  works  considered  to  rate  highest  priority,  with  a  recognition,  however,  of  the  need 
for  annual  review  by  the  Metropolitan  Council  in  the  light  of  conditions  then  existing. 

(b)  Much  more  realistic  estimates  of  annual  expenditures  on  Metropolitan  Corporation  works 
proper,  particularly  in  the  next  few  years  in  view  of  the  great  demands  generally  for  labour 
and  materials. 

(c)  The  establishment  of  a  policy  that  no  Capital  Work  shall  be  authorized  for  commencement 
and  no  change  shall  be  made  so  as  to  increase  the  total  annual  amounts  provided  in  the 
Capital  Programme  except  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  after  con¬ 
sultation  with  the  Commissioner  of  Finance  regarding  the  effect  thereof. 

(d)  A  request  to  the  Council  of  each  of  the  Area  Municipalities  for  the  submission  to  the  Metro¬ 
politan  Executive  Committee  not  later  than  November  1,  1956,  of  a  five-year  capital  pro¬ 
gramme  of  local  works  with  a  view  to  co-ordinating  such  programmes  with  the  Metropolitan 
works  programme  taking  into  account  the  financial  questions  involved. 

In  appraising  the  action  taken  to  date  with  respect  to  the  Capital  Programme  and  in  taking 
any  further  action  in  this  regard,  the  fact  must  not  be  overlooked  that  during  the  past  twelve  months 
interest  rates  for  debenture  financing  have  increased  by  at  least  one  per  cent  and  the  demand  generally 
for  capital  funds  is  pressing  hard  on  funds  available  for  investment.  It  is  true  that  the  Metropolitan 
Corporation  was  able  recently  to  successfully  finance  in  New  York  by  an  issue  of  $36,454,000  deben¬ 
tures,  but  the  extent  to  which  external  obligations  should  be  assumed  always  requires  very  serious 
consideration. 
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The  following  table  showing  taxation  for  municipal  services  in  the  Metropolitan  Area  is  of  interest:

The  Metropolitan  Corporation  was  established  to  provide  certain  basic  services  which,  because 
of  financial  or  jurisdictional  difficulties,  had  not  been  provided  in  the  past,  even  on  the  basis  of 
immediate  requirements  without  considering  the  need  for  keeping  reasonably  ahead  of  very  evident 
future  requirements.  If  this  task  is  to  be  performed  on  a  standard  and  with  the  expedition  that  the 
very  rapid  development  of  this  Metropolitan  Area  demands  it  is  unrealistic  to  expect  that  expenditures 
of  the  Metropolitan  Corporation  will  not  increase  rather  sharply  in  the  years  ahead.  It  must  be  kept 
in  mind,  however,  that  the  burden  of  municipal  taxation  on  any  particular  taxpayer  is  a  composite 
of  Metropolitan  and  Area  Municipality  levies  and  that  if  such  burden  is  to  be  kept  within  generally 
acceptable  limits  all  administrations  must  adopt  a  Metropolitan  rather  than  a  local  approach  when 
considering  new  or  enlarged  services.  The  above  figures  on  taxation  indicate,  I  believe,  the  advis¬ 
ability  of  considering  carefully  on  a  Metropolitan  basis  the  question  of  priority  of  needs  with  respect 
to  current  services  as  well  as  capital  requirements.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Provincial  Government  will 
recognize  the  need  and  reasonableness  of  larger  grants  with  respect  to  education  and  public  welfare 
costs  and  thereby  facilitate  development  of  those  municipal  services  which  may  properly  be  financed 
by  real  estate  taxation.
